THE MINERS’ STRIKE IN PENNSYLVANIA, 

We print this morning « letter from our cor- 
respondent at Pottsville, Pennsylvania, in which 
he gives a review of the anthracite coal business, 
—the mivers, the owners or operators of the 
mines, and the transportation companies. The 
history is an interesting one. The anthracite 
coal mines are divided into four districts, and 
Poiteville is the centre of one of these districts. 
The whole product of anthracite coal is about 
20,000,000 tons annually, and of this amount 
6,500,000 tons are produced in the Pottsville, or 
Schuylkill, district. Each of these districts has 
a separate system of transportation companies. 
Tue Sehuylkill coal all goes to Philadelphia by 
the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad and Schuyl- 
kill Canal. The other districts find a market at 
New York, or at points on the Hudson River. 
Formerly there was a fierce antagonism between 
these competing lines, but of late years they have 
united aud made common cause as against the 
producer and the consumer. During the War 
these companies fixed enormous rates of trans- 
portation, and the profits were very great. In 
1863, there was first formed a village organiza- 
tion known as the Miners’ and Laborers’ Benev- 
olént Association, which grew until in 1968 it 
numbered 50,000 men. The first effort made by 
these men was the eight-hour strike, which 
ended in the failure of the hour system, but se- 
cured wages on what is known asthe basis 
system.” This system means the fixing of a cer- 
tain sum per ton as the minimum price at which 
coal is to be sold. coal sells at this price, 
the miners and the laborers are paid a certain 
rate per ton of coal delivered at the pit’s mouth. 
Wages ‘ate regulated upon this basis; 
for every 8 cents per ton advance in 
the selling price of coal there is an ad- 
vance of 1 cent per ton in the wages. The first 
basis for Schuylkill coal was $3 per ton. In 1869, 
the owners of the mines demanded a reduction. 
The miners refused, and there was another strike, 
ending in a reduction of the basis to $2.75 per 
ton. In time a further reduction was demand- 
ed, and then commenced the memorable strike, 
fostered by the transportation companies, which 
reduced the workmen to poverty and many of 
the operators to bankruptcy. While this strike 
was pending, the transportation companies loan- 
ed money freely to the operators to carry on the 
war, taking mortgages on the mines, and leases, 
and machinery ; and then, at the end, coming in 
under foreclosures and taking possession of the 
mines, the leases, and other property of the 
former operators, The railroads and canal com- 
panies, thus becoming mining as well as trans- 
portation companies, were able in 1870 to dictate 
terms tothe miners, and also to compel all 
other persons operating mines to uvite in a gen- 
eral resistance to the Miners’ Union. 

In 1878, the combination of transportation and 
mining companies agreed among themeelves as 
to the maximum amount of coal that should be 
produced and transported to market, and appor-

In the meantime, several 
weeks have lapsed during which no 
coal has been mined. On Gaturday the 
miners notified the ‘operators of their 
willingness to continue the basis of 1878, of 
which $2.50 was the minimum. The operators 
and Mr. Gowen, however, insist that $2.25 
shall be the minimum. The failure to agree 
means a strike in the Pottsville, or Schuylkill, 
district, and, ae the same causes exist in the 
other districts, the strike will probably be 
general. 

Our correspondent does not think that Presi- 
dent Gowen intended more than a short 
stoppage of work. The supply of coal at all 
markets is large, and the Railroad Company aud 
all the other controlling agencies desire that the 
spring trade shall begin with an empty market. 
To work the mines as usual would keep up the 
stock on hand. His purpose was to stop 
work, and negotiate until March, when, with 
the oid stock disposed of, the could 
begin again on the basis of 1873,, This be can 
the more readily do, becanse the various trans- 
portation companies, all of which are mining 
companies also, have already decided how much 
coal shall be mined in 1874, and what the open- 
ing prices shall be in the spring. It is not likely 
that, if the men go to work in March, the price 
of coal will fall to $2.25, or below the basis of 
1873, but the companies may make the pomt 
thet the basis shall charge as well when the 
price falls below $2.50 as when it advances above 
it. The miners, on the other hand; will resist 
any reduction of the minimum price at which 
coal ahall be sold, and, though the point in con- 
troversy is ove of principle rather than of sub- 
stance, it is possible that the strike may extend 
far into the season. 

Meanwhile we note that in the face of thie 
strike tha price of anthracite coal in this market 
has fallen to $8, which is lower than the mid- 
summer rate, and must involve the loss of more 
than a dollar on each ton sold at that figure. 

THE PENITENTIARY INVESTIGATION. 

We print this morning the report submitted to 

the Legislature by the Senate Committee on Pe- 
nal Institutions, giving the results of their in- 
vestigation into the management of the Joliet 
Penitentiary. Though the resolution authorizing 
this investigation was of a general character, it was 
suggested by the death of the convict Williams, 
who had been ordered to the cold bath as a punish- 
ment, and this was the chief subject under con- 
sideration. Yet the report is so framed that the 
death of Williams would seem to bean inci- 
den‘al and comparatively unimportant matter. 
It is devoted mainly to an indorsement of the 
general management of the prison in terms 
that are almost enthusiastic, and which, 
in connection with the convict’s death, will im- 
press most people as an ill-timed, if not unwar- 
ranted, mess of whitewash. The general con- 
clusions of this report are so inconsistent with 
its own statement of the Williams case that it is 
likely to do the present management of the Peni- 
tentiary more harm than good. We are willing 
to telieve that the mapagement is entitled to 
much credit for certain conditions of the prison, 
but this should not relieve those who are re- 
sponsible from the censure that justly attaches 
to the treatment of Williams which resulted in 
his death, nor from the punishment with which 
such treatment should be property visited. 
& The report admits that the bath was ordered 
in violation of the rules; that the man was im- 
mersed four times; and that “when taken out 
the last time he sat on the edge of the bath-tub, 
blew the water out of his miouth and nose, 
breathed heavily a few times, then leaned over 
on the floor, was carried and laid on the table, 
and then expired almost immediately.” And 
yet it ie maintained that the man was “ sulien 
and defiant” in refusing to put on his clothes, 
though he must have been in the agony of death 
at this very moment. In almost the next sen- 
tence it is added: The opinion of the Commit- 
tee is, that the convict Williams had a disease 
of the heart, not discoverable without care- 
ful examination of an experienced physician, 
while he was living.”

What does “ technically” mean in a case where 
a man has been doused to death? The Com- 
mittee ought to explain. The severest com- 
ment made upon the whole transaction is that

„grave mistake” in not ordering a Coroner's 
inquest. The death of the convict seems to 
have been regarded as of not much consequence 
in the matter. Those who have read the testi- 
mony before the Coroner’s inquest will look 
upon the report as a sham, and those who read 
even the Committee’s own statement will vote 
it inconsistent and meaningless.

A further increase of $20,- 
000,000 would make a total of $64,000,000 added 
tothe national debt in one year, in time of 
peace. 

The Committee may well hesitate to give their 
sanction to such a measure. Among the many 
trespasses for which the present Congress will 
have to account to an irate constituency next | 
tall an imerease of the public debt will be one 
of the most harassing and troublesome. They 
will be asked why they did not reduce the pub- 
lic expenses when the panic came, instead of bor- 
rowing money to keep up the style of prosper- 
ous times. In the whole list of appropriations 
there are only three items which cannot be cut 
down to meet the exigencies of hard times, viz,, 
pensions, interest on the public debt, and salaries 
of Judges. There ia ample room, outside of these, 
for the exercise of that enlightened economy 
which the people aré compelled to exercise in 
their private affairs. Let one fact be borne in 
mind—whatever sum of money is borrowed will 
be spent. Turn $20,000,000 into the Treasury by 
a new loan, or an increase of taxes, and means 
will be found for getting it out. On the other 
hand, if it is not there it will not be spent. The 
sole method of enforcing economy in public ex- 
penditures is to let the Treasury empty itself, 
and compel the Administration to equare its out- 
go with its income. N

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

The debate now taking place in the United 
States Senate on the currency question calls for 
a restatement of some of the elementary princi- 
ples relating to the and functions of 
money. The arguments of those opposed to a 
return to specie payments are based upon the 
three following errors : 

First—That money need have no intrinsic 
value. 

Second—That ean inconvertible paper money 
can fulfill the functions of a healthy currency. 

Third—That Government can regulate such a 
currency in such @ manner as not to injure the 
commercial interests of the country, 

To understand why an inconvertible paper 
currency, dependent for its emission and 
amount only upon the variable will, wisdom, and 
honesty of Government, must always be inju- 
injurious, it is necessary to undersi»nd what the 
precise ux of money is, what it ig called upon 
todo, and examine whether an inconvertibile 
paper can do it. Everybody knows that 
money is used: 1. As a medium of 
exchange. 2. As % measure of value. 
The best medium of exchange is evidently 
that which everybody, everywhere, will take in 
exchange for what he has to sell. A medium of 
exchange received everywhere is better than one 
which passes current only in a single country. 
A medium of exchange which all tne world is 
willing to receive is better than that which is 
rejected by all the world except one nation ; and 
which is not rejected by them only because its re- 
ception is compulsory, aad because the Govern- 
ment guarantees to everybody who takes it that 
he shall be able to get rid of it and obtain some 
value in exchange, though how much value Gov- 
ernment cannot decree. 

Now specie is received everywhere, by every- 
body, willingly, may, eagerly; it is its own 
guarantee, and cannot be repudiated. An in- 
convertible paper currency is accepted only by 
the subjects of Government which emits it, 
not willingly.much less eagerly, and only because 
the Government covenants with the holder that 
it shall use its strong arm to force some other 
person to accept it in exchange for what that 
other person has sold him or will sell him. 
Nothing gives it value but the strong motive 
power of the Government. Weaken that power, 
and it depreciates. Destroy that power, and the 
currency drops to the ground worthless. Such 
is the character of an inconvertible paper as a 
medium of exchange. 

If it were only bortie in mind that money isa 
measure of value in no merely figurative sense; 
that it is a measure of value in a sense as real 
as the yard-stick is a measure of linen and cloth, 
or as a bushel is of volume, ge should hear less 
of an inconvertible currency. Now just as the 
best measure of cloth is the measure least sub- 
ject to vary: just as a yard-stick liable to vary 
at the will of the buyer or the seller would be an 
instrument of knavery, so is a currency that 
varies or may vary suddenly and greatly—as an 
inconvertible currency alwaysmay. And just as 
every contract for the sale of linen orcloth, made 
on such a variable measure, cheats either bayer 
or seller, so every contract for the payment of 
money, made in a country the volume of whose 
inconvertible currency is lisble to fluctuate, 
does injustice either to the debtor or the cred- 
itor, according as its amount or the demand for 
it increases or diminishes. And just as all con- 
tracts for the sale of cloth, cotton, or linen 
made on such a scale are gambling contracts, so 
are all contracts made where such a currency 
existe gambling contracts. 

There is only one way in which a yard meas- 
ure liable to contraction or expansion can cease 
to be a swindling measure: by the simultaneous 
and proportional contraction or expansion of 
the article measured. The same holds true of 
the currency. The contraction or expansion of 
acurrency that takes place as business iteelf 
contracts or expands ; that is, as there are more 
or fewer exchanges to be made with currency, 
and more or less goods tobe sold for currency, 
is a contraction or expansion which leaves prices 
unaffected. Of such s healthy contraction and 
expansion of s nation’s currency we are 
not speaking here. We refer only to s contrac- 
tion or an expansion made at the arbitrary will 
of Government. 

Now it may be impossible to find a measure 
for values absolutely invariable, or that varies 


ely as the business demands of the country 


vary. But in the abeence of an absolutely perfect

of cloth ten years hence, or a hundred 
bashels of wheat, and in the meantime the yard 
expands to twice its length, or the bushel to 


twice its volume, he delivers twice as much cloth 


as he contracted for, or twice as much wheat. 
If either measure contracts to half its former di- 
mensions, he delivers only half of what he agreed 
to deliver, and unjustly deprives the other party 
of one-half his due. And so it is if the dollar 
loses half its value; and with eyery inflation it 
loses some part of its value, or purchasing power, 
sooner or later. No dry-goods merchant would 
dream of making all contracts for his merchan- 
dise on a variable scale on a measure that might 
expand at any time between the making of a 
contract and its performance. Nor would 3 
dealer in grain think very highly of a bushel 
which might increase or diminish at any moment. 
Yet, strange to say, dry-goods merchants, and 
of the com- 
munity, are apparently willing to make all con- 
tracts on a measure of value whose dimensions, 
after a year, no one can with certainty predict. 

Now, a specie currency, or a currency based 
on specie, is the natural currency of the world, 
precisely because it cannot vary, save in an im- 
perceptible degree, An inconvertible paper 
eurrency is the very worst, for the rea- 
son that it is not liable to vary. Spe- 
eis can increase only as human labor 
increases it. It cannot contract, because gold 
and silver are the most durable of metals. Men 
will not labor to increase the amount of specie, 
unless it is found remunerative to do s0,—re- 
munerativ® in cloth, meat, and bread. The 
supply of specie regulates itself. When the de- 
mand increases, mining will become a paying 
business, and gold mines will be worked. When 
the demand is satisfied, mining will cease to 
pay, and the gold mines will not be worked 
until it pays to work them again. Should there 
be too much specie, its value will fall it will be 
meited, and manufactured into plate or orna- 
ments. Since the world began, there has been 
put one considerable finctuation in the value of 
specie,—that occasioned by the discovery of 
the American mines. From all of which it is 
apparent that money, to be « safe measure 
of value, must have intrinsic value; that 
it must be more than a mame, just 
as a bushel or a yard is more than « ne, 
and that the leas Government has to do with 
it, beyond coining it and assaying it, the better. 
A study of the history of money confirms all 
this. It shows: . 

1. That all kinds of natural money ever used 
by man, whether cattle, coon-skins, tobacco, 
silver, or gold. possessed intrinsic value. 

2. That money is not naturally nor necessarily 
a subject of governmental concern. 

8. That when Government does not interfere, 
the best medium of exchange attainable will be 
adopted. : 

4. That money is, in its own nature, a com- 
modity which is only another way of saying that 
real money possesses intrinsic value. 

The history of paper money confirms all that 
we have said of its dangers. Tne Kings of the 
Middle Ages are blamed for debasing the coin of 
their kingdoms. What is an inconvertible paper 
but the debasing of the coin carried to the ex- 
treme? Paper money has hitherto been emitted 
by Governments only as a temporary expedient. 
There are those in this country who would make 
an inconvertible currency a permanent institu- 
tion. This is all the more to be lamented, as a 
paper currency is difficult enough at any time to 
be gotten rid of. Even in countries where the 
universal desire was to do away with it, it held its 
own for years—in Russia 71 years, in Denmark 
100. In Austria it has been used since the Seven 
Years’ War; in China it was used from 1260- 
1489; in England from 1797-1822. 

That Government is powerleas to prevent its 
depreciation is attested by the hustory of all 
paper currencies that have ever been. The Rus- 
sian paper rouble had depreciated 75 per cent be- 
fore resumption*was effected. The French as- 
signets depreciated to nothing. Our own Con- 
tinental money became worthless, It is certainly 
passing strange that, in view of the undoubted 
dangers of an irredeemable currency, and of the 
demonstrated fact that only m a specie currency, 
or a currency based on specie, is our salvation 
from these dangers, there should be found so 
many who would hail evenan addition to the 
present amount of our currency—a currency al- 
ready depreciated—as a blessing. 

Of the advocates of an inconvertible currency 
it may be truly said that they look neither 
before nor behind them. They are neither 
a priort nor @ posteriori philosophers. 
They live in sublime ignorance of the 
experience of the past aad sublime heedlessness 
of the interests of the future. They discourse on 
the currency question with all the authority of 
inspired financiers, having a special revelation of 
the mysteries of money. They tire not to utter 
financial fallacies which the history of currency 
refutes, which fact and theory alike expose. 
They seem to think, many of them, that the 
question of an inconvertible currency was never 
thought of until within the last few years; that 
science has nothiug to say about it,—at least 
nothing which they care to hear. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the importance 
of the currency question. On its right solution 
depends the fortune of eyery citizen of the 
United States, the inviolability of every contract, 
the character of our commerce, the prosperity of 
the country, the economy of the people,—their 
morality even,—and the welfare or demoraliza- 
tion of the laboring classes.
